As I often say to friends in the US, you don't know how lucky you are. I 
took a look at the $$ page and thought "“hmmm...not too bad by 0z 
standards...". It's a supply & demand situation. Over here we don't have 
the large pool of equipment available in the US so prices are much 
higher. I recently looked up something in one our local 1994 mags for a 
listmember and found an ad in it for an R390A for $1000 (US$780). A 541 
Tek scope was advertised last month in a non electronics swap sheet for 
$600. 


A lot of those $$ items have never appeared in this country but 
considering what they are generically, the prices looked pretty 
reasonable by our standards. The antique radio fad has taken off pretty 
well here resulting in incredible prices for old entertainment sets 
usually paid by people with no technical knowledge. Undistinguished 4-5 
valve plastic mantel radios sell in antique shops for $300 or more. 


BA communications gear is expensive more because of its scarcity. I hate 
to think what would happen if it became attractive to the collectors. 
Double ditto for older test gear - so far it's not too hard to find, but 
the latest news-sheet from the antique radio collectors here had an 
article about Tek gear which may have the result that it becomes very 
expensive as well. I read that recent post about the 2 Tek scopes for $1 
with incredulity. 


So enjoy what you've got, I suspect we are all in for a difficult time.

I have been struggling lately to find a solution that allows me to 
load my Globe King 500B on 160 Meters and wonder if anyone in this austere 
group has a suggestion. 


The transmitter obviously for cost reasons does not match a load 
under ~ 300 ohms on the 160M band. This is well documented in the manual. 
My antenna is a 1/4 wave end fed inverted L which according to my bridge 
is resonant @1925 with a feedpoint resistance of only 25 ohms. My receiver 
and my Johnson Valiant work just fine into this load but the 500B balks at 
it and with an MFJ 989 3KW versatuner I cannot get an acceptable SWR. 


I suppose I could build a tuner exclusively for the transmitter that 
would raise the impedance to an acceptable level but I wonder if someone 
else has encountered and conquered this type of problem. Any suggestions?

I use a single winding of 15 turns ona 
T-200-2 core and tap at least every other turn. In your case you are 
stepping down in impedance so The xmitter goes across the entire winding 


and the antenna would go to a tap.

I'm obviously no purist either, Hank. To me, these extensively modified old 
radios tell a quite interesting story just as they are. (Beauty being in 
the eye of the beholder and all that, ya know.) I've got several 
SP-200/210's in fine original condition but only one of these extensively 
modified units. And it is a real beauty! Whoever modified this thing did 
it as a labor of love and also repainted the front panel and added a 
"modern" meter. 


You're right about the octal tubes. Both the SP-200 and the SP-400 use 
octal tubes. In fact, if you compare schematics between an SP-200 and an 
SP-400, you'll find that they are nearly identical, although the components 
used in the SP-400 (such as black beauty caps to replace oil filled tubs) 
suggest that it is a cost reduced version. 


>At the very minimum, I'd want the orignal audio back. 


Fortunately, whoever modified my unit left the audio section intact. All 
the RF section tubes were changed to subminiatures with a 12AT7 dual triode 
substituted for the original pentodes. Additionally voltage regulation and 
a product detector were added. 


I haven't attempted to analyze the design changes but I used this modified 
SP-210 frequently for a month or two and was quite pleased with it. The 
changes made to my unit seemed directed toward three well-known problems 
with the SP-200/210's; lack of voltage regulation, lack of product detector 
and excess RF gain. 


The excellent IF section with its variable bandwidth and crystal filtering 


was left intact as was the excellent audio section. 


>...The SP-210 is a much fancier radio, a lovely set in its 
>original form, and if I got one, I'd want to see it in all its 1937 
>glory. 


In some radios it's a real shame to see extensive modifications, but 
SP-200's were churned out by the thousands during the war. Some of the 
serial numbers on the ones I've got approach 30,000. 


While I abhor the thought of modifying an SP-200 in this day and age, 
circumstances were quite different thirty and forty years ago. What I see 
when I look at my heavily modified SP-200 is a cross between a homebrew 
receiver and an earlier era production radio. As such it has its own unique 
niche carved out and I think it tells a quite interesting story. Being as 
all this stuff is a hobby with me, I enjoy that.

Hank raises the following issue: 
"A while back on some "fix rice rocket electronics" newsgroup there was 
a huge discussion, sum and substance of which was "you can tell the 


true professional by how quickly he reaches for his scope." " 


I don't know about true professionals, but for me the first thing I turn on 
when sitting down at my workbench is an oscilloscope. I've had many over 


the years -- not as a collector, but as a user -- and currently have three: 
a Tek 2215 I keep on one bench, a Tek 2236 on my main workbench, and a 
little Tek T35 I keep out at a vacation cabin in W7-land. 


Most of the time, I use the scope as a simple voltmeter. I'll switch it to 
the 50V/div scale and check the 260V power supply voltage, switch it to AC 
coupling, crank up the sensitivity, and look at the ripple. I could do the 
same thing, of course, with a VTVM or DVM, but to me there's nothing like 
actually being able to "see" the voltage. 


When aligning a receiver, I hook the probe on the AVC line and watch the 
deflection while tweaking the IF and RF stages. Again, this is easy to do 
with meter, but for me it's more convenient to watch the bright green line 
deflect than the tiny meter needle. And if there's any funny business going 
on ---hum, residual instability, etc. -- the scope shows it instantly. 


A scope is great for looking at the output of a transmitter. I clip the 
probe right on the antenna jack and look at the r.f. envelope of the 
transmitter. That way I can adjust the balanced modulator right down into 
the noise level, or check the modulation envelope of an AM rig. Any 
Spurious signals will show up immediately. Can't do all of that with an 
r.£. probe on the VTVM. 


Scopes really shine, of course, when tracking signals stage-by-stage. So 
far, I've never found a receiver or transmitter whose problem I couldn't 
(eventually) pinpoint by stage-by-stage tracking of r.f and d.c. levels 
with a scope. 


Now for the truth-in-advertising part of my pitch: Some modern scopes have 
DVMs built in, giving the user the best of both worlds, so when I say I'm 
using a scope instead of a DVM, sometimes I'm really using both, rolled up 
into one instrument. My Tek 2236, for instance, has a separate digital 
display of the a.c. or d.c voltage level, as well as a built-in frequency 
counter. I can measure the voltage on a pin to 0.1% accuracy, measure the 
frequency of a 30MHz signal to the nearest 1 Hz, and look at the shape of 
the waveform -- all by just clipping one probe to the pin. None of these 
frills are really necessary, however, just convenient. I can get the same 
information (to 3% accuracy) with just the basic scope functions. 


There are numerous other applications, of course, that only can be done 
with scopes. But my point is that even basic servicing can be done as 
easily and quickly with a scope as with a DVM or VTVM, plus a lot more. 


Many hams are reluctant to use scopes, because there is an initial steep 

learning curve. One has to master the concepts of triggering, etc., before 
the power of the instrument really becomes evident. A common problem also 
is that people will initially buy more scope than they need . Multichannel 
scopes with dual time bases, delayed sweeps, etc. are great for those who 


know how to use them, but can be overwhelming to a first-time user. Most of 
that stuff just isn't necessary, either, for the kind of uses we have. 


If you put me on a desert island with a bunch of dead boatanchors and a 
workbench, and told me I could have only two test instruments , I take 
along a scope and a signal generator. Nothing else is really needed. Some 
day, we can debate the pros and cons of signal generators, another one of 
my passions!

I know that the military used 
fill kits for the BB-451, which contained premixed & premeasured amounts of 
the potassium hydroxide electrolyte - are these fill kits available 
anywhere? Can I mix up my own electrolyte?

I am also interested in filling batteries, both nicad and silver-zinc. I have 
a number of Russian radios that use these batteries. From what I can gather 
from the manuals (in Russian which I don't read) both types of batteries use a 
40% potassium hydroxide solution. One friend of mine was able to get a 50% 
solution from a chemical dealer. He was able to dilute the mixture and said it 
worked in the batteries. I don't know of any source for the fill kits. 


Any chemists or battery experts out there that can comment on doing it this 
way?

Back in 1959, I spent some time at White Sands Proving Ground (missle range) 
as a tech supporting a high altitude research project. The telemetry xmtr 
used silver cells because they had the best power/weight ratio at the time. 
Cells were maybe 2" high by 1.5 wide by 0.5 thick (this is from memory with 
no checksum, you understand). What I clearly remember was filling them with 
a hypodermic needle that held 10 cc, because the tops of the cells were 
sealed. The electrolyte would turn paper brown in short order if it spilled. 
Seems to me that while the cells were rechargeable, they didn't have a very 
long life once filled. Maybe that's because we were using expendable cells. 
The telemetry package was not recovered after use.

OK. here goes. I've been watching the posts on experience, test 
equipment, troubleshooting, etc. and thought I'd throw in my 2 cents. 

Working on my BA finds is way different from what we see at work. 
Stepping back to eyeball what I do when a BA hits the bench, after the 
initial tidy/scrub treatment, I have to agree that my WV-97 and VOM are 
mainstays. The VOM is a 260 'cause it was NIB for $40 at a swapmeet and I 
couldn't pass it up. The Triplett is a fine machine but the 260 was 
available. I really prefer these two meters on BAs rather than my Fluke or 
Beckman digitals. For tube testers I jump back and forth between a Hickock 
800 and EICO 667, again swapmeet finds. 

Those choices are probably based on past experience as much as 
practicality. My first BA experience was fixing up AA5 and older sets from 
junkyards then selling them to Dad's friends as "shop" or "garage" radios 
for the ballgames etc. All I had at first was a VOM, Olson??, a used 
Ghirardi's and large boxes of scavenged tubes for substitution. Ok for a 12 
year old. Later EICO test equipment kits were built. Next was working as an 
enlisted tech in the Navy. The PSM-4 was the bedrock VOM here with a USM- 
something or other as the VTVM. After the service I worked at night doing 
depot repair on military BAs and went to school in the days. Same basic 
tools so that early experience really set home. 


Sig gens and scopes? The URM-25 and HP-608 were Navy days tools and 
I still use them at home. The equipment at work, Wavetek, HP, and Marconi 
would cost more than my house! So I get along with my old favorites. I 
prefer TEK scopes and have them at work but the home scope is an HP-180 I 
bought from a friend at work. Pete had gone through it completely then let 
it go for $50 when he found a TEK. At 50meg it is plenty of scope for BA 
stuff if I need it. It isn't like chasing some nasty clock glitch. 

Over the past year or so some older test equipment has come home and 
the plan is to use it on contemporary equipment. There are a pair of 
RCA-Rider Channalysts, RF-IF and audio, which are late ‘40s. I haven't done 
much with them yet but with all those 6E5s staring at you...! The WWII Navy 
receivers can be worked on with an oak boxed set of Weston meters/analyst 
from a 1940 Navy contract. I had to pay $20 for the "antique golden oak" 
box, "the stuff inside" was thrown in for free!

I don't. 


The reason I don't reach for a scope first is that finding an 
out-of-tolerance resistor or a leaky cap is much easier with a meter. Quite 
often, the general area of the problem will be obvious based upon the 
symptoms. Then checking a few components with a meter is a *xsafexx and 
simple method of pinpointing the culprit. 


The importance of working safely with boatanchors cannot be overemphasized. 
Probing around in a boatanchor with a scope probe is fun but carries a 
certain amount of risk even for knowledgeable and trained "professionals". 


If I could have only one piece of test equipment it would be a scope. For 
certain things, like setting up 90 degrees of phase shift in a phasing 
exciter, not much else will even work. For quick troubleshooting though, my 
first choice is a meter.

Now Bobbi, I've told you to be careful. Flattery will get you 

everywhere. 


The catch to "shotgunning" is that you do have to watch circuit 
details, or you'll be carefully re-installing a old nitwit "fix" that 
wasn't. Some mods can be very unobtrusive (witness the recent ARC-5 
thread) and will lead to a world of trouble if not rooted out. 


The difference in appraoch between Hank and I probably comes from our 
backgrounds--he started out fixing the hard cases, while the gear I get 
paid to fix usually has to be got running x*nowx and $79.42 in parts is 
nothing to the cost of not having it in operation. So my methods lean to 
the fast and drastic.

Bobbi brings up a very important point, that I simply touched on. 
That is the environment that one builds one's bench skills in. I 


mentioned that I learned by working on dogs---and under the tutelage 
of someone trained as a theoretical physicist, who'd built his own 
practical skills in his own way. 


Many of the dogs that came my way weren't really dogs----just 
equipment that either needed some serious (and often unpleasant) 
labor, such as a wafer rectifier socket change, power transformer 
change, etc. One shop honcho told me that he was sending me all the 
work he didn't want in his shop because he wanted his techs to be 
productive and focus on productivity. Translated into real world 
terms, he wanted ten AA5 radios repaired and working every hour. He 
was in an expensive location, had a very small shop, paid his people 
well----and got maximum dollar per square foot per day out of his 
location. Of course he didn't want to change wet electrolytics at 
$5 the cap when he could replace 35Z5's and 50L6's at 75 cents 
instant profit on the tube, test the rest and sell at least one more, 
have a kid wash the AA5's face, run it past a quick final check, and 
charge $3 labor. I can only think of one tube replacement repair I 
did for him that had come to me as a genuine dog, and it took me 
something like four hours bench work before it occurred to me to try 
another tube (this was a fault that didn't show on a tube tester). I 
collected---yup, you got it, 75 cents profit on the tube, and $1.50 
labor (he got the other $1.50)----and I had to wash that radio's face 
for free. Fortunately, my time was usually a bit more valuable than 
that. The more bad caps and resistors I found in a real dog that 
someone else had given up on, the more money I made. Of course I had 
to deliver the old components when the job was done, so there was no 
padding things with a few extra caps, etc. I am sure that the 
methodologies I use today still reflect the economic realities of 
45-50 years ago and my adaptation to them. 


If I were trying to work alongside Bobbi in her environment, my 
approach would have to be different. A radio or TV station off the 
air gets a lot of excitement until it is back on the air, and a good 
tech in that world has to deal with MTTR (mean time to repair) of 
microseconds, with people standing around very upset at how many 
millions of microseconds are being lost, each one worth at least a 
dollar, if not a pound sterling. 


As for higher math, reference books, etc., you don't need much of

preference; it's not worth getting all het up over. 


either to be a tech but it sure helps. For Actual Electronic Engineering, 
those things are often more useful than a soldering iron. The books don't 
have all the answers but they sure do provide a good *starting* point. 

And mathematics is the "power tool" of electronics work--you can do a lot 
of work with a hand saw but the right xpowerx saw makes it a lot easier! 
The extent to which each of us approaches the hobby as tech or engineer 
depends largely on inclination and background, and is a matter of personal

There is, I think, a balance between theory and practice. It's easy 
to say that "any idiot can £1x 35Z5 and 50L6 problems in an AA5." Yet 
a very standard interview question for engineers that I remember (and 
used) was to sketch out the usual 35Z5 circuit (power to pin 2, pilot 
light between pin 2 and 3, jumper pin 3 to pin 5---that part) and ask 
the candidate to discuss it. I've beaten that one to death---and I am 
sure there are still valid points I've never heard or considered about 
Tr, 


In the meantime, I've got this VHF-152 sitting on top of my Boonton RX 
meter. I now have a schematic and parts list that are dated two weeks 
before the inspection tag on the box----and there are major differences 
between the box and the docs. I have a hunch that the local 

oscillator design did anything but oscillate until a few touches were 
applied----but since I've had to take most of the circuit apart, am 

not too sure whether that bird will sing, either in the document or 
as-built configuration. 


You won't find that oscillator circuit in Terman, Reich, Ghirardi, 
Langford Smith---which gets my attention. It's a variation ona 
series capacitor fed Colpitts, which none of those boys said much 
about. One thing it is not is the "Clapp oscillator" shown in the 
1952 ARRL manual. After I make some measurements, I am going to have 
to redraw the circuit a few times until it makes sense, and do some AC 
analysis, in hopes that it will help me find where to put the bird 
food. It's all technician work----I'm not going to "convert" that 
thing into a tuned grid oscillator. But it is nice to feel that I can 
make some measurements with a box that didn't exist when the thing was 
built, and use some Phundamental Phizzicks on it, to get it to work 
reliably.

Another note on my methodologies: 


A while back on some "fix rice rocket electronics" newsgroup there was 
a huge discussion, sum and substance of which was "you can tell the 
true professional by how quickly he reaches for his scope." (wonder 
if this is true for the ladies, or if a scope reacts differently to a 
woman's touch). 


I didn't participate in this. I flunk that test with a grade so low 
that it is a negative number, and wondered about it afterward, 
considering that I worked for the #1 scope outfit in the world for 
five years, and certainly got an education in what the things could 
do. 


The fact in the matter is that when a strange box shows up on my 
bench, the HP-412A and/or WV-97C get switched ON, along with the 
soldering iron (to idling heat). Many of you will recall that I just 
cleaned and calibrated a 650-A bridge, which needs an AC detector. I 
just hook the WV-98C VTVM on it and twiddle for null. I have two 
scopes, a little 310 (lovely little beastie) and a 533A, both of which 
sleep like housecats. Yes, they do get turned on when I want to look 
at waveforms, yet I find that I very rarely want to look at a waveform 
faster than the 533A (15 Mhz.) can handle. For RF work, the Megacycle 
Meter punches in and demonstrates just how many things you really can 
use a good grid dip for. 


Why? There are some anachronisms in this. In my professional work, I 
get to use company capital equipment most of the time, and items I 
haven't seen for something like 35 years in those pools have been 
general purpose VTVM's and Megacycle meters. Indeed, I seem to recall 
saying some things like "with a good scope, VOM (I far prefer Triplett 
630-NA over Simpson 260), and Wavetek function generator, you can do 
just about anything with electronics." Not entirely true, but for a 
lot of things involving DC->VHF these three are pretty flexible. Yet 
on my own personal bench, the scope is modest, the VOM is a general 
purpose cheap repair shop VTVM, and signals come out of a variety of 
boxes, none of them parallelling a Wavetek generator. 

Even "curiouser and curiouser," as Alice said, I learned to use a 
650-A at Millen, and we always used an RCA 158 late thirties scope 
(just look at those glowing 6D6's) as a null detector. And odder yet, 
I can't claim "lack of a scope" in the forties----I had a late 
thirties Western Electric 3", later an RCA-160B, and managed to 
liberate a P4-E2 synchroscope (predecessor of the Tek 511, nominally 
"Sylvania," though most were made by others)----a real plus, in the 
days when most radio shops didn't have any scopes. 


In short, the real blue collar workhorses on my bench are boxes that 
had capabilities that Mary Texanna Loomis and Alfred Ghirardi might 
have considered state of the art wonder boxes, but that were old hat 


before WW-II. I don't have any explanation for this. 


I'd be curious if anyone else---who has their choice of boxes---uses 
ancient stuff in preference to modern like this.
